Thero 
aro many objections lo Iho present method 
of culture, tUougli it cannol bo denied that 
it lias yielded atumlaut harvest. Tho liest 
known metliod of ridgo or hill culture is as 
follows : Select a strong loamy soil wbiclt 
has beou ia cultivation at least 0110 year ; 
ferlili/o tlioroughly, if in tlio bill, minfilo 
tlio manure with Iho soil; mark in rows 
tbreo feet ;ayiart; ^drop tbo seed in drills 
eighteen inches aparl; boa l*rico, tho Becoud 
time forming a continuous ridgo. This 
niolbod will yield in fnvorablo years.al least 
^50 buabels per aero 
This, anil planting in 


hills three • feet apart each way, nro Iho 
methods practised by niuo-tontlts of our 
farmers, 
lint tbero seem to bo objections 


to them. 
AH rain and moialuro must uec- 


f-B-iarily soafe quiclily tlirougb llio ridgo, fur- 
nishing but temporary nutriment. 
The 


beat of tbe drought soon dries out tho ridgo 
and renders its toil lifeless. 
We havo ob- 


served lhat the ridgea yield moro potatoes 
when they aro shaded somewhat by weeds, 
and whilo n weedy potalo pntdi betokens a 
slovenly farmer, there arc many reasons for 
the belief thai weeds protect the potalo 
ridgo in seasons of drought. Tho potatoes 
Are also liablo to ciudo from tho hill and to

as when it grows in hills. 
Hut there is no 


rewon why tho deep lying tnbera should 
not be ploughed onl or otlierff ise brought to 
the surface by machinery. 
Wo bclicvo this 


subject deserves ft portion of tho attention 
of potato growern. 
It is novel to many of 


them; »nd a comer ol the field devoted lo 
a test might yield results which would be 
vilnible.—lllica Herald.
